Romulus principal earns 
$25,000 education award

For the second time this de¬ 
cade a Romulus school princi¬ 
pal - Phyllis Adkins of Cory 
Elementary School - has won 
the prestigious Milken Award 
that includes a $25,000 cash 
award. 

Adkins - who is now in her 
10th year as Cory School prin-. 
cipal - was nominated by the 
district’s current Curriculum 
Director Thomas Dolan, who 
himself won the award in 1993 
while he was Romulus High 
School principal. 

The award’s presentation 
was conducted as a surprise to 
Adkins last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing in the school’s auditorium. 

In fact Mayor William 
Oakley, his assistant David 
Cox, Community Development 
Director Richard Marsh, 
school board members Ken¬ 
neth Berlinn and Alan Lam¬ 
bert and scores of other 
education-related officials 
were among the throng of 500 


persons in the audience. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Joel Carr acted as master of 
ceremonies — introducing 
those leaders in attendance. 

State Education Superin¬ 
tendent Arthur Ellis and his 
executive administrative assis¬ 
tant Jean Shane also were on 
hand, with Ellis actually mak¬ 
ing the presentation. 

Berlinn set the tone for 
many of those at the ceremony 
by saying “all of Romulus is es¬ 
pecially proud today. We are 
proud of Phyllis, the work she 
does and the honor she has 
brought to our community.” 

Only four educators were 
honored in Michigan by the 
Milken Family Foundation of 
Santa Monica, Cal. Since its in¬ 
ception in Michigan in 1990, a 
total of 50 state educators have 
been so honored. 

District Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell was extremely 
pleased. He stated “the fact 
that our building administra¬ 
tors have been recognized 
twice in six years speaks 


highly of the work of all our 
staffs and principals. We have 
much to be joyful about.” 

Dolan stated “Phyllis is a 
woman of high integrity and 
possesses unqualified concern 
for student achievement. 

“She strongly believes that 
a quality education is the foun¬ 
dation for the future successes 
of all students,” Dolan added.

Two convicted killers, out 
on parole, were arrested and 
charged in the coldblooded 
slaying of a 37-year-old Inkster 
resident. 

Police said that parolees 
John Wilder and Thomas 
Davis are the gunmen who are 
responsible for the shooting 
death of Troy Lee Prewitt, an 
alleged cocaine dealer, who 
was shot and killed on Sept. 21 
in the parking lot of the Inkster 
Community Market. 

The market is located in the 
3700 block of Inkster Road. 

Prewitt died of a single¬ 
bullet wound to the chest. Po¬ 
lice believe that Davis fired 
the fatal bullet. 

Davis, 41, a New York trans¬ 
plant living in Romulus, has 
ties in the city of Inkster, ac¬ 
cording to Inkster Detective 
Charles Hines, who of the pri¬ 
mary investigators in the this, 
the city of Inkster’s 11th homi¬ 
cide of the year. 

Davis and Wilder are neigh¬ 
bors, Hines added. 

Davis appeared on Friday 
before 22nd District Court 
Judge Sylvia James to answer 
to charges of first-degree mur¬ 
der and felony firearm. He was 
charged as a habitual offender. 

He stood mute at his ar¬ 
raignment and Judge James st 
bond at $500,000 cash. The de¬ 
fendant then was ordered held 
in Wayne County Jail until his 
preliminary hearing sched¬ 
uled for 9 a.m. Sept. 30. 

Wilder also is charged un¬ 
der the Habitual Offender and 
is accused of first-degree mur¬ 
der and felony firearm. His 
bond is set at $250,000 cash. 
The defendant also is sched¬ 
uled for a 9 a.m. Sept. 30 hear¬ 
ing in the 22nd District Court. 


The two defendants were 
living in the 35000 block of 
Goddard Road in the city of 
Romulus at the time of their 
arrests. 

Hines and law enforcement 
officer Ron Wade, accom¬ 
panied by officers from the 
city of Romulus went to the 
Goddard address to make the 
arrest. Hines said that the ar¬ 
rests were made without inci¬ 
dent. 

Hines said the motive for 
the killing was robbery. He 
said the suspects shot and 
killed Prewitt because he re¬ 
fused to give up a cache of co¬ 
caine he had in his possession 
at the time. 

“Robbery definitely was the 
motive here,” said Hines. 
“These two men tried to rob 
the victim of some drugs, and 
when he (Prewitt) refused to 
give up the drugs, one of them 
shot Prewitt in the chest” 

Hines said that Davis was 
the triggerman. 

Asked whether the defen¬ 
dants were also involved in the 
brutal beating two weeks ago 
of the victim’s mother. 

“I don’t know where you got 
that information from, but that 
is completely false,” Hines 
replied. “There is no connec¬ 
tion at all between the homi¬ 
cide and the robbery. We have 
a pretty good idea who is re¬ 
sponsible for beating up the 
victim’s mother. This was a 
young thug who broke into the 
house to rob her, and then beat 
her up. He is still at-large.” 

Hines credited the arrests 
of the two murder suspects to 
“team effort” and “excellent 
investigative work by all those 
involved”. 

“Believe me, these guys 
worked hard to track down the 
killers,” Hines added.

A great information pool to 
research is the National Ar¬ 
chives Civil War pension files 
on late Canton residents. 

David Curtis, secretary of 
the Canton Historical Society, 
informed his society’s mem¬ 
bers recently that those files 


contain rather interesting in¬ 
formation about former resi¬ 
dents in an earlier century. 

The information can in¬ 
clude the Civil War veteran’s 
name, military unit he served, 
date and place of his birth and 
his later military enlistment. 

Curtis report said various 
affidavits can contain reports 
on the veterans’ service re¬ 
lated injuries and doctors re¬ 
ports on the treatment process. 

The reports also can list 
such things as marriages, 
names of children and his wife 


or wives during his lifetime. 

If a widow filed a claim, the 
report also could contain the 
veteran’s obituary and other 
valuable pieces of historic in¬ 
formation. 

To seek “selected pages” of 
a veteran’s records the cost is 
usully about $10, but the 
seeker could miss some criti¬ 
cal information, Curtis ad¬ 
vises. 

Copying an entire file could 
cost up to about $60...but usu¬ 
ally costs between $20 and $35, 
he said.

700 students need school 


As if elections in August and No¬ 
vember were not enough, Canton vot¬ 
ers must make their way to the polls 
on October 3, to give their nod to a 
$20,000,000 school construction bond. 

That’s right We are asking voters to 
vote “yes” for a Plymouth-Canton 
Schools proposed bond to build a 
new middle school. We think an ap¬ 
proval is necessary because the 18- 
year lease on Lowell Middle School 
will expire in July of 2000, and the 
lessor, Livonia Schools is not going to 
renew it 

That puts Plymouth-Canton in a re¬ 
al pickle. Lowell currently is the day¬ 
time home for 755 students. Come the 
year 2000, those 755 students may be 
attending class in a briar patch if a 
new school isn’t built Many of us may 
not like this reality, but we must face 
up to it, and the responsible course of 
action is to build a new school. 

New schools in Canton are a fact of 
life. The township, with the excep¬ 
tion of Macomb Township, leads all 
other Southeast Michigan municipal¬ 
ities in new home starts. It has held 
this position for four years. What 
once was a small hamlet is now a ma¬ 
jor metropolitian area. With this dy¬ 
namic growth comes thousands of 
families. With families comes the 
need for new schools. This is 
progress. 

The school system intends to build 
the new school on Hanford Road, be¬ 
tween Canton Center and Sheldon, 
smack dab in the middle of the town¬ 
ship. It will be the only middle school 
in Canton, the existing schools being 


in Plymouth. 

With Canton 
the recipient 
of the lion’s 
share of 
growth in the 
area, it is 
about time the township has a middle 
school. 

Opponents cannot deny the school 
is necessary. Rather, they stake their 
opposition on an ineffective adminis¬ 
tration that should have planned for 
this problem a long time ago. Former 
state representative Jerry Vorva is 
particularly outspoken. He said, 
“Their attitude is: If we screw up, we 
just take more money from the tax¬ 
payers. ” Ouch! Must we really deny 
our kids a place to learn because we 
think our superintendent is a dumbo? 

On the other hand, Superintendent 
Chuck Little claims the district has 
saved taxpayers a ton of money (mil¬ 
lions, he says) by renting the Lowell 
school for the 18-year span. Al¬ 
though he was not around when the 
original deal was made, Little thinks 
it was a clever and unique arrange¬ 
ment to rent the vacant Livonia 
school building. 

As we see it, that’s all water over the 
dam. The issue at hand demands that 
we act on behalf of the 700 plus stu¬ 
dents that are going to need a build¬ 
ing soon. Again, we urge all Plymouth- 
Canton school district voters to make 
haste to the precinct of your choice on 
October 3, and pull the “yes” lever to 
construct a new middle school.

I know the 
district maintains the informa¬ 
tion I asked for. I have talked 
with employees who do not 
want to be named. They assure 
me that the information is 
available. I want the public to 
know what it is. 

It’s back to school time 
which means that the School 
Districts in our community 
will be busy educating our 
children. There is no doubt 
that preparing young people 
for jobs of the future is not an 
easy task. However I couldn’t 
help but wonder if the Wayne 
Westland Community School 
District is adding to its own 
burden through ignorance, 
stubbornness, or just plain 
lack of sensitivity. 

Having children whose suc¬ 
cess was jump started through 
Wayne Westland Schools has 
always found me to be a proud 
defender of the school system. 
None the less, I was embel¬ 
lished with utter amazement 
when I became involved with a 
senior at Wayne Memorial 
High School who was expelled 
from school for making some 
very inappropriate statement 
about another teacher. Even 
though he did not direct his 
comment to the teacher, there 
is no question that the com¬ 
ments were inappropriate, 
threatening and unbecoming 
for a person of this young mans 
intelligence. .1 counseled at 


long lengths with this young 
man who confided in me be¬ 
cause I am a church leader. 
The student recognized he put 
his right foot in his mouth and 
hopped around foolishly on 
the other foot, he also realized 
and admitted to me that there 
was no place in any school or 
in our present day society for 
his inappropriate, disrespect¬ 
ful and threatening behavior. 

After getting the student to 
recognize where he had gone 
wrong I felt a little damage 
control was appropriate. The 
student agreed to sit down and 
write a letter of apology for his 
vulgar tongue and offered to 
do whatever assignment nec¬ 
essary to help reconcile the 
matter. I thought that was a 
good idea and I also sent a let¬ 
ter to the school principal ex¬ 
plaining that I had counseled 
at length with the student and 
felt that though he acted inap¬ 
propriately he appeared sin¬ 
cere about his remorse. I was 
absolutely amazed that his 
apology and remorse was met 
with staunch hardness and in¬ 
flexibility. I agreed to meet 
with the student, the students 
parents and a school adminis¬ 
trator (who I will not name at 
this time). During the meeting 
I felt as if I were talking to a 
steel door. The administrator 
made it clear that the student 
was to be expelled. I suggested 
that the school allow this se¬ 
nior to graduate by taking the 
class he needed in Adult Edu¬ 
cation. The offer was met with 
a flat no and an insistence that 
the student never lay foot on 
school property again. I was 
really perplexed by his lack of 
( willingness to move in any way. 

! I know that there are some 
actions appropriate where an 
absolute severance of ties with 
the student is the only viable 
solution, but this situation just 
did not seem this severe. I 
later reviewed the student 
conduct manual which did say 
that his kind of behavior could 
result in the student being ex¬ 
pelled. I talked to the student 
about his policy and advised 
him that he committed a zero 
tolerance violation. The stu¬ 
dent then advised me that the 
zero tolerance policy is one 


that is applied to black stu¬ 
dents more than whites. Now 
this young man really had my 
ear. The student went on to tell 
me of a white student who was 
caught with illegal drugs in the 
school. He said the school has 
a zero tolerance with illegal 
drugs. But this student was al¬ 
lowed to return to school. I was 
also told that this occurrence 
is not irregular and that an un¬ 
usually high percentage of 
black students are expelled in 
the Wayne Westland Schools. 

This young man really has 
my ear now because I thought 
we buried Jim Crows ugly 
head many years ago. I really 
didn’t take this students word 
as gospel so I decided to do 
some research myself. I felt 
that so many black students 
being expelled must be going 
to school somewhere else. I 
asked for a meeting with 


Lorenzo Moner who is a school 
board member at the Inkster 
Public Schools. He did con-' 
firm to me that a unusually 
high number of black students 
expelled from the Wayne West- 
land School System had been 
seeking reinstatement in the 
Inkster School System. 

Mr. Moner went on to say 
that these requests always 
seem to come about after the 
district wide head count wqs; 
done. This meant that the Inks¬ 
ter Schools were getting a lot 
of expelled students but the 
money remained at the Wayn£ 
Westland School System. I still 
was not convinced that the 
Wayne Westland Schools were" 
guilty of discrimination treat¬ 
ment so I requested from the 
Wayne Westland School’s 
through the Freedom of Infor-

Hagan and his co¬ 
coordinator Hannah Anthony 
revealed members of nine lo¬ 
cal churches and other 
walkers will take part early 
next month. 

The official Crop Walk team

$32,600. 

“Every year the commu¬

Autolog with its main office 
in Linden, New Jersey, an¬ 
nounces that on October 1, 
1998 it will inaugurate a ser¬ 
vice to transport cars for snow¬ 
birds from Chicago and De¬ 
troit to Florida.

was confident that these fig¬ 
ures would clear any ques¬ 
tions or inappropriateness on 
the behalf of the Wayne West- 
land School officials. My suspi¬ 
cions grew when I did not get 
an immediate answer from the 
school. 

Instead I got a letter from 
the schools attorney asking for 
additional time to compile my 
request Long after the allot¬ 
ted time for response to a free¬ 
dom of information request 
allows. I received another let¬ 
ter. This letter was an incom¬ 


plete response from the 
attorney and superintendent 
saying that the school did not 
keep records that I could use 
to compile the ratio of black to 
white expulsions. My first 
thought was “You took this 
long to tell me you don’t have 
what I want”!!! 

Well now my brow is really 
raised “Is the school really 
hiding the truth?” that was my 
first thought. My second 
thought was how could a 
racially mixed school district 
be so insensitive as to not fol¬ 
low this kind of situation a lit¬ 
tle more closely by keeping 
accurate figures. Their answer 
of “We don’t maintain those 
kinds of figures” is completely 


unacceptable. I challenge the 
school to publish what is really 
happening here. To either 1 
clear itself or recognize that in 
fact there may be a problem 
and some action may be appro¬ 
priate to correct the problem. 

I have been told by some 
Wayne Westland employees 
that there is an uppity nose 
high snobbish attitude among 
the schools higher levels of the 
administration and that this 
could be the real problem for 
both students and lower level 
employees. I would like to 
know what the administration 
has to say and I promise to 
keep my inquiry alive until I 
get some answers!!! There is 
no doubt that the Wayne West¬ 


land Schools a duty of respon- 
sibility to the students, 
employees and the community 
it serves. I ddn’t think we are 
getting it.

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Salem squeaks by Stevenson in OT

For Plymouth-Salem and 
Livonia Stevenson football 
fans and fanatics, it doesn’t 
come any closer than Friday 
night’s Western Lakes Division 
thriller. 

A last drive in regulation 
time. An overtime. The sus¬ 
pense was all there in Salem’s 
unlikely 14-7 victory in OT over 
the Spartans. 

Unlikely? 

Consider that in regulation 
time, Stevenson had a 7-0 lead 


before a poise and confident 
Salem quarterback Matt Fair 
led the Rocks on a 60- yard, 10- 
play drive that ended with no 
time left with a five-yard TD 
pass to split end Ryan Cook. 

Now it was up to Jason Furr 
to tie the game, and he did, 
booting the ball right smack 
through the middle of the up¬ 
right 

In the overtime, Stevenson 
won the toss, and the Spartans 
opted to go on defense. That 
was quiet all-right for Fair, 
who had the “hot hands” and 
the confidence to continue his 


heroics. 

On the first play, Fair gave 
the ball to his fullback Dave 
Clemens who broke through to 
the five. Then, on the second 
play, using the same play, 
Clemons brushed past the 
Spartan line and went the dis¬ 
tance to put the Rocks up for 
the first time, 13-7. 

Furr’s sure toe came 
through again. 

Now, it was the Spartans 
turn. Quarterback Brian Van- 
Belle managed to get three 
yards on the first play, then at¬ 
tempted three unsuccessful 


passes that sealed their fate. 

Salem coach Tom Moshimer 
commended his young quarter¬ 
back for his poise under fire. 
He noted that in that final 
drive in the regulation period, 
“we did not have any timeouts 
left. 

“So, we had to make first- 
down pass completions, and 
Fair got the job done. That 
drive was probably;y one of 
the best I have seen by any of 
our teams.” 

Moshimer was not too happy 
about :being in the red zone 
several times and not being 


able to score.” 

“I felt we should have at¬ 
tempted a field goal or two, but 
we didn’t. There an adage 
about this game that when you 
get deep into an opponent’s 
territory, you shouldn’t come 
up empty-handed.” 

Salem had an early oppor¬ 
tunity to score when Charlie 
Fisher intercepted a Spartan 
pass and made it back to the 
two before he was tackled. The 
Rocks could not find a hole in 
the Spartan line in that series 
or any other first-half series. 

The Spartans drew first 


blood when VanBelle orches¬ 
trated a six-play 82 yard drive 
thanks to his pinpoint passing 
that ended in a touchdown. 

Fair, who finished the eve¬ 
ning with nine of 25 in the pass 
completion category had 140 
yards. He was intercepted 
once and also three for one 
TD. With that game-winning 
TD, Clemons also rushed for 53 
yards in 18 carries. 

Moshimer commended the 
outstanding effort of the de¬ 
fense.

In their 
first series, Rouge marched 
the opening kickoff to the Ro¬ 
mulus 28-yard before the Ro¬ 
mulus defense stood its 


ground. 

That performance on de¬ 
fense was an apparent boost to 
the Eagles’ confidence. They 
did not yield much yardage af¬ 
ter Rouge’s initial drive. 

But neither team got on the 
scoreboard in that first quar¬ 
ter. Then, Plave made his 
move. He put together a mid-

It was a football game that 
neither team will soon forget.

Wayne 
County Parks staff will demon¬ 
strate how to make candles 
and show off the art of tin- 
smithing. Fresh cider will be 
pressed on the premises. Chil¬ 


dren can join in old-fashioned 
games. 

The Just Friends Trio will 
play a variety of acoustical in¬ 
struments including the dul¬ 
cimer, guitar, bass and banjo. 
The group has been together 
for twenty years playing at folk 
festivals from New York to 
Wisconsin. 

People interested in making 
their own cider to take home 
must bring bushel of apples 
and three clean plastic jugs. 
Hints: Mixed varieties of ap¬ 
ples make the best-tasting ci¬ 
der and apples do not have to 
by high grade. 

From the hunting grounds 
of Chief Tonquish to Henry 
Ford’s first Village Industry 
Plant, Nankin Mills is a special 
site along the banks of the 
Rouge River. In 1842, a grist 
mill was built on this site. It 
burned down in 1863 and was 


rebuilt to grind cornmeal, rye, 
graham and buckwheat, and 
changed ownership several 
times until it was purchased 
by Henry Ford in 1918. Exem¬ 
plifying the hard work and de¬ 
termination of the pioneer, 
Nankin Mills will always be an 
incredible reminder of how 
far we’ve progressed. 

The program, made possi¬ 
ble through funding from the 
parks millage, will 

be held at the Nankin Mills 
Interpretive Center located on 
Hines Drive, just 

east of Ann Arbor Trail in 
Westland. Advance registra¬ 
tion is required.

OH, KAY! Congratulations to Kay 
Koplovitz, who was named by 
President Clinton as Chairman of the 
"National Women’s Business 
Council.” 

Ms. Koplovitz is the founder of 
USA Networks, which, under her 
stewardship since 1977 until she left 
earlier this year, has become the 
largest provider of original program¬ 
ming among basic cable networks. In 
1992, she founded the Sci-Fi 
Channel, which is rapidly growing in 
homes in the United States, Latin 
America, Europe, Brazil, and South 
Africa. 

I like what someone told me about 
her at a recent USA/SciFi press 
reception: "As the first female net¬ 
work president in television, Kay 
made it possible for young girls to 
dream about climbing as high as their 
talents will take them.” 

SMART OR NOT SO SMART? 
That is the question employers are 
asking about today’s college gradu¬ 
ates as compared to those of a decade 
ago. And, surprise, they’re finding 
that Generation X-ers are not such 
blanks as some would have it. As a 
matter of fact, according to a survey 
by the Gallup Organization for 
Accountants on Call, they compare 
favorably with their elder siblings. 

However, there is a gender gap that 
we should note: Employed women 
are more likely than employed men 
to assess the younger group more 
favorably. Why doesn’t seem to be 
clear. 

What does seem clear is that if this 
view is widespread, job seekers 
might do better applying to women 
executives than to men. 

But a note of caution for job mar¬ 
ket hopefuls: You might find it easier 
to be hired by women, but surveys 
show, they’ll expect you to measure 
up to higher standards than do male 
employers. Women bosses, for exam¬ 
ple, expect you to be on the job and 
on time. Women bosses are keen on 
appearances. They expect you to look 
as if you’re prepared to work. 

As demanding as women bosses 
may be, they are also more likely to 
be sympathetic to employee prob¬ 
lems. Just don’t play them for a suck¬ 
er!

This 4 door, 5 passenger sport 

utility which is manufactured in 
Nagoya, Japan is a product in evo- 
lutioa I found it to be lacking in 
several areas, however I still 
could not admit to disliking it I 
feel it competes well with other 
top of the line import sport utility 
vehicles when all is said and 
done. 

Power and Transmission. This 
Demo was powered by a 3.0 Liter 
V6 with Multiport fuel injection 
and 4 speed automatic transmis- 
sioa While not rocket powered by 
any means, I felt comfortable 
with the cruising and accelera¬ 
tion of this vehicle.. The engine 
apd transmission work very well 
together and I heard no com¬ 
plaints even if it took 11 seconds 
to get from Zero to 60 mph. Hav¬ 
ing said this, I do wish it had a lit¬ 
tle more muscle. This vehicle is 
rated to tow 5000 lb., but avoid do¬ 
ing so with passengers and or 
hills. 

. Handling. This vehicle came 
with 4WD, front and rear stabiliz¬ 
er bars, anti - locking braking sys¬ 
tem and all wheel disk brakes. Its 
turning circle seemed to allow for 
easy U-tums on city streets and I 
felt well centered when making 
sharp and fast turns. Being be¬ 
hind the wheel was pleasant and 
responsive. 

Safety. This vehicle has side 
impact door beams and driver 
and forward passenger airbags. 
While at the library and on the 
web, I was unable to find any evi¬ 
dence of and serious safety con¬ 
cerns. FVom the point of a defen¬ 
sive driver, I feel that the handling 
ability of this vehicle will keep 
you out of harms way. The vehicle 
offers a good view of the road and 
short of coming equipped with a 
seeing eye dog, I found nothing 


negative to comment on. 

Dashboard Instrumentation. 
While I give this vehicle A+ in re¬ 
gards to style, (lot’s of gizmo’s and 
gadgets), I found some of the 
gauges hard to read when the sun 
was bright and on the horizon. 
Perhaps I need to get that option¬ 
al seeing eye dog. The MON¬ 
TERO has a unique center dash 
mounted multi gauge design. I 
like having the compass, ther¬ 
mometer, volt and oil pressure 
gauges. 

Comfort This is and area of 
strengths. I can not completely de¬ 
scribe the feeling of posture sup¬ 
port and comfort I found there to 
be good roominess for driver and 
even back seat passengers. The 
air-conditioning kept me cool and 
I felt right behind the wheel You 
will notice a sense of “highness” 
as relative to the traffic around 
you. Having had other SUV’s that 
were bigger, taller, and more pow¬ 
erful, I do not know how Mit¬ 
subishi engineered this “feeling”. 
One serious complaint is the bev¬ 
erage holder. I like my morning 
coffee and tunes as I head off to 
work This is how I learned that if 
you use the beverage holder, you 
have no access to the climate or 
audio controls. 

Other Miscellaneous Ameni¬ 
ties. I must start by giving credit 
to the rich looking interior design. 
This vehicle comes with many lit¬ 
tle standard touches that the oth¬ 
er manufacturers call options. I 
was not knocked over by the 
sound system, but they have up¬ 
grades available. This demo had 
what they call an “appearance 
package” which cost $1800 but 
added the style to give this vehicle 
very good aesthetics. 

With gas 
mileage of 18 mph city and 21
